IN WEEK, FRENCH ARMY SAYS 


ALGIERS, Feb. 5 (AP)—The 
French army said today 221 
Moslem rebels had been killed 
and 11 made prisoner during 
heavy fighting in the last week. 
It was one of the largest totals 
of rebel dead claimed in recent 
months.

BACK OF GRAIN RISE 


CHICAGO, Feb. 5 (AP) — 
Grain futures prices had their 
sharpest runnerup in weeks on 
the Board of Trade today. 

At times, nearly all the ad- 
vances were around a cent a 
bushel and some, mostly rye, 
were well over 2 cents.

I was one of the few persons 
in the world who knew what 
touched off the wildest situa- 
tion the Stock Exchange had 
ever known. This is how it 
happened. 

On the Monday morning that 
was the beginning of the puz- 
zling day in Northern Pacific, 
I was standing at the arbitrage 
desk where London cables 
were sent and received. Beside 
me stood Talbot Taylor, one of 
the better brokers and the son- 
in-law of James Keene, who 
was the man the Morgans us- 
ually turned to for difficult 
market operations. 


Tipped by Morgan Broker. 


I drew Taylor's attention to 
the fact that Northern Pacific 
could be bought in London 
several points below the New 
York price. 

“Bernie,” he said, “are you 
doing anything in Northern 
Pacific?” 

“Yes,” I replied, “and. I'll 
tell you how to make some 
money out of it. Buy in Lon- 
don, sell here, and take an 
arbitrage profit.” 

“I would not arbitrage if I 
were you.” 

I did not ask why. If Taylor 
wanted me to know he would 
tell me. I offered to let him 
have some of my previous Lon- 
don purchases if they would | 
help him any. 

“All right,” he agreed, “you 
can buy N.P. in London, but if 
I need the stock, I want you to 
sell it to me at a price and 
a profit that I will fix.” 

To this I agreed, Taylor 
stood there for an _ instant. 
Then, taking my arm, he led 
me out of earshot of anyone 
else. 

“Bernie,” he said in almost 
a whisper, “I know you will do 
nothing to interfere with the 
execution of this order. There 
is a terrific contest for control 
and Mr. Keene is acting for 
J. P. Morgan.

‘ Problem in ‘Disability’ 
To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 


You recently published an edi- 
torial entitled “Sound Stand by 
the Supreme Court.” It praises 
Chief Justice Warren for his stand 
that no Supreme Court members 
should participate in the declaring 
of presidential disability. 

The problem of presidential dis- 
ability has two distinct elements 
1. When and how shall power pass 


from the President to the Vice 
President when presidential dis- 
ability occurs. 2. When and how 


shall power return to the President 


_ when the disability is over. To 


make a still finer distinction, the 
word “alleged” should be thought 
of each time the word disability is 
used in connection with the prob- 
lem. , A ‘ 


Determination of presidential 


. Gisability should not reside in the 


Vice President. The Vice President 
might be ambitious. It should not 
be entirely removed from the Con- 
gress. But reservation of the sep- 
aration of powers requires that we 
not lodge all of that power in the 
Congress... The danger of congres- 
sional ascendancy over the office 
of Chief Executive is real. 

Because people see the above 
dangers fairly clearly, most are 
turning to a combination of meth- 
ods, feeling that in some type of 
combination lies the greatest 
strength. The use of Cabinet mem- 
bers on’ such a commission is re- 
ceiving serious consideration. 

Cabinet officers are the picked 
advisers of the man occupying the 
White House. One fact character- 
izes them all—they owe their posi- 
tions to the President under whom 
they serve. Any declaration of 
presidential disability strikes at the 
very core of their power. 

* 


This fact hardly lets the person 
be objective. Loyalties might tend 
to remain with the President long 
after the latter, through misfor- 
tunes of health, had ceased to be 
a vital figure; or there might be 
temptations to bargain with the 
Vice President for the retention of 
the Cabinet position. 

Nor are Presidents entirely im- 
mune from the kind of gmotions 
that ravage smaller people. Wood- 
row Wilson is reputed to have not 
taken kindly to suggestions that he 
was not filling presidential shoes. 

A Cabinet officer on a Disability 
Determining Commission might in 
all conscientiousness vote an af- 
firmative vote, only to find that 
the negative prevailed. The Presi- 
dent would still be the President, 
and avenging wrath might descend 
on the Cabinet member's head. Or, 
the. affirmative vote might carry, 
and after a temporary period, the 
President's health returning, the 
exercise of presidential powers 
would be resumed. 

Resentment that powers had been 
taken away even temporarily might 
exist, and grudges be harbored for 
the Cabinet officer's share in the 
action.

If the member sensed this be- 
forehand, and he had a satisfactory 
working relationship with the Vice 
President, a sense of vested inter- 
est in the President's never being 
restored might emerge. 

Until Chief Justice Warren wrote 
his recent letter, the plans of near- 
ly every Congressman and nearly 
every political scientist had in- 
cluded on a Disability Commission 
one or more members of the Su- 
preme Court. We may personally 
sympathize with Mr. Warren and 
with every other member of the 
bench who may feel the same way, 
but was he wise in so doing? 

If using Justices of the Supreme 
Court is not feasible, use judges 
from the Court of Appeals. If such 
a Commission ever has to sit, it will 
need wisdom. Drawing part of the 
members of the Commission from 
the Judiciary will add strength and 
stability.

Toward a ‘Disability’ Law 


Speaker of the House Rayburn’s announce- 
ment in favor of a simple presidential disability 
statute is twice welcome. 

First, the Speaker’s new position greatly in- 
creases the likelihood of action at this session 
of Congress to provide a legal means for carry- 
ing on the responsibilities of the presidency in 
the event of serious and continued illness in 
the White House. 

Second, it puts the most influential member 
of the larger branch of Congress on record in 
favor of a law rather than an amendment to: 
the Constitution, as some students of this prob- 
lem have proposed. 

Up to now, Speaker Rayburn has opposed the 
enactment of presidential disability legislation. 
He has taken the attitude that since the country 
has survived its previous experiences with dis- 
abled Presidents, we had better trust to fortune 
in the future.

Whether it was President Eisenhower's third 
illness or reflection on the part of the veteran 
Texas lawmaker himself, he has done well to 
change his mind. It was after Sam Rayburn 
went to Washington’ some 45 years ago that 
Woodrow Wilson was stricken by paralysis. 
Doubt as to whether the President could regain 
his authority if he gave it up to the Vice Presi- 
dent might have been a factor in keeping the 
largely helpless Wilson in nominal although in- 
effectual control of the Federal Government. 

Before President Wilson's long illness began 
in 1918 there was another instance, that of 
President James A, Garfield, who lingered for 
weeks between life and death after he was shot 
by a crazed man in 1881. Everyone hopes that 
there will never again be a period of presiden- 
tial disability. But hope is no guarantee. The 
only way to be prepared is to be prepared. And 
each of President Eisenhower's three illnesses 
can be taken as a warning to Congress to pre- 
pare. 

A major argument in favor of an act of Con- 
gress instead of a constitutional amendment is 
the matter of time. A law can be perfected, 
passed and signed within the next few weeks. 
At best a constitutional amendment could not 
become effective in much less than two years.

What is needed is statutory authority for a 
disabled President to certify officially that he 
cannot carry on the duties of his office and that 
temporarily he is entrusting his responsibilities 
to the Vice President. This temporary delega- 
tion of authority would continue until the Presi- 
dent found himself capable of resuming his 
office and so notified Congress and the Vice 
President. 

A second situation, less likely to arise, is also 
contemplated. If the President’s disability came 
suddenly and did not permit him to make the 
determination himself, the proposed bill would 
allow six members of a commission of eight to 
decide. These eight would be the Vice Presi- 
dent, the Speaker of the House, the Senate’s 


President Pro Tempore, the Secretary of State, | 


and the two ranking members of each party in 
the House and Senate. The Vice President 
would have no vote, but would be authorized to 
call the meeting to report the existing situation 
to the commission. 

If there is to be a commission at all, Congress 
needs to make sure that this agency neither 
complicates the problem, nor seems to invite 
meddling with the executive branch. The re- 
ported omission of the Supreme Court is all to 
the good. The Supreme Court must be kept clear 
to pass on any constitutional questions that 
might arise in a time of executive crisis and 
temporary delegation of authority to the Vice 
President. 
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The Governor Is Willing 


Gov. Blair has adopted a fair and reasonable 
attitude on the St. Louis earnings tax question, 
and if the city’s legislative delegation follows 
his lead the tax will have cleared its first big 
hurdle. 

The Governor looks with favor on St. Louis’s 
request for a bill permitting it to submit an 
earnings tax increase to the voters. And he 
will include it in a supplementary message to 
the Legislature “if there is reasonable unanim- 
ity” in favor of it among the city’s legislators. 

Certainly a majority of the city’s Senators 
and Representatives ought to be willing to sup- 
port the enabling act. The need is virtually 
self-evident, and the bill is supported both by 
Mayor Tucker and an overwhelming majority of 
the Board of Aldermen. 

Moreover, the enabling act by itself would 
not increase the tax. That would take a vote 
of the people of St. Louis. And since the propo- 
sition would be in the form of a Charter amend- 
ment it would take a three-fifths majority. 

In other words, even with the enabling act 
there could be no increase in the tax unless six 
out of every 10 St. Louis voters agreed to it. 
The legislators ought to give the people a chance 
to express themselves. 
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Only One Senator Voted ‘No’ 


Senator Douglas of IJlinois was the only mem- 
ber of the Senate to vote against a proposal to 
spend just under $1,000,000 for a Senate parking 
lot. The Illinois Democrat took the position that 
with provision for 175 cars in the basement of 
the new Senate Office Building there was no 
obligation on the part of the Federal Govern- 
ment to nick the taxpayers for $1,000,000 more 
for 285 spaces on an adjacent lot.. A quick cal- 
culator, Senator Douglas said this was at the 
rate of $3000 a parking space and rather costly 
for parking stenographers’ cars. We agree with 
the senior Senator from Illinois. Surely here 
was a $1,000,000 that could have been saved for 
the time being at least. When the vote was 
taken only Senator Douglas voted No. He is one 
Senator who can be counted on to vote economy 
as well as to talk about it.

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Bonn Makes Trouble in NATO 


West Germany has precipitated a critical situ- 
ation in NATO. Bonn has refused henceforth 
to contribute to the support of French, British 
and American troops on German soil even 
though those troops are defending Germany as 
well as the whole Western alliance. — 

Legally, it should be said at once, Germany 
has no obligation to make those payments, Yet 
France and Britain have been pressing for 
larger sums on the basis of equity, and the 
United States is trying to collect an installment 
of $77,000,000 now regarded as “due.” A pay- 
ment in this amount already has been received 
as the first part of the contribution for the fis- 
cal year ending March 31. The total Ger- 
man contributions for that year are set 
at $286,000,000. 

About a year ago, Great Britain asked for an 
annual payment of $140,000,000, and more re- 
cently France requested about $66,000,000. The 
figures are roughly based on the number of 
troops in Germany. NATO General Secretary 
Paul-Henri Spaak finally went to Bonn for ne- 
gotiations, only to be told that there will be 
ho more payments. 

The Paris agreements by which West Ger- 
many attained sovereignty do not call for these 
contributions. But Bonn did agree to put 500,000 
troops under NATO command. Very reluctantly 
about 125,000 so far have been uniformed. The 
German defense budget is about half that of 
Britain; and, of course, it is considerably less 
than that of a France engaged in war in Algeria. 

There have been successive income-tax cuts 
in Germany, so that about half its workers now 
do not pay this tax. The British and French 
are not happy about putting large sums into 
defense while German money goes into modern 
industries. 

West German Foreign Minister Heinrich von 
Brentano and Defense Minister Franz Josef 
Strauss blandly told M. Spaak that Germany 
does not have the money for the military con- 
tributions. Since World War II, the German 
people have been strongly opposed to rearma- 
ment. German statesmen, however, joined 
NATO and strongly support Western policy. So 
there is a strong feeling that some of them are 
exploiting the country’s geographic position 
and, generally, are playing “hard to get.” 

Selfish motives cannot be ascribed to Chan- 
cellor Adenauer, one of the most sincere advo- 
cates of the Western view and almost a life- 
long believer in a united Europe. Perhaps he 
now will use his prestige and logic to bring 
other German politicians to their senses. The 
threat of French and British troop withdrawals 
is not altogether idle, and any weakening of 
the NATO shield in Germany certainly will 
weaken her diplomatic position. 

Unfortunately, it also will weaken the present 
position of the entire Western alliance. And 
these risks are far too great to be taken for the 
sake of a hard bargain or even a short-run 
business advantage. Germans might recall that 
their present prosperity is due perhaps as much 
to postwar Allied leniency as to their own in- 
disputable hard work. 
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Failure With Vanguard 


Since the Army already has fired an earth 
satellite into space, the Navy’s second failure 
with Project Vanguard ought to be judged in a 
calmer atmosphere than the first Vanguard 
disappointment. 

After the Army’s success, Dr. Wernher Von 
Braun expressed confidence in the Navy’s satel- 
lite program. The Army’s ballistic missiles de- 
velopment chief noted that “Vanguard is actual- 
ly a superior missile. It is designed to orbit the 


same payload with only one third the takeoff - 


weight and thrust of the Jupiter-C.” 

Hence it should be no surprise that the Navy 
would have difficulties in its first tests with a 
missile far more “sophisticated,” as the engi- 
neers say, than the Army’s well-tested Jupiter. 
The latter is a projection of the early German 
rockets, and while successful, will no doubt be 
outmoded by newer missiles such as that em- 
ployed in Project Vanguard. 

The public should note that among civilian 
experts engaged in the various ballistic missiles 
programs there is no sense of rivalry. That is 
because there is no sense in rivalry. The Army’s 
Redstone arsenal group has proved its claim 
that it could launch a missile, but its developers 
know that the nation’s future in missiles does 
not depend on them alone. There are other 
projects. 7 

Everyone will hope that the Navy is soon 
successful in putting a satellite into space. But 
it is quite possible that more will be learned 
from the Vanguard failures than from the suc- 
cess of Explorer. That is why patience is now 
in order. 
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The Soviets are now willing to talk about 
control of outer space, and it seems only yester- 
day that they were all wrapped up in obtaining 
control of Outer Mongolia. 
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The Public Be Charged 


Amendment of the Federal Power Act to pre- 
vent power companies from charging their prop- 
aganda campaigns to their customers would be 
a two-fold justice. It would protect consumers 
from being compelled to pay for something they 
did not order. It would probably result in less 
power company propaganda. Both ways, the 
public would benefit. 

A bill so to amend the act has been introduced 
by Representative Lester Johnson, Wisconsin 
Democrat. Specifically, it would forbid the 
Federal Power Commission to consider “‘propa- 
ganda advertising, lobbying and other political 
expenditures” as operating expenses in comput- 
ing rates and charges. 

There is little doubt that it has been the prac- 
tice of utilities to put their political expenses on 
The customer's pocket is 
the only place the money could —— from. As 
long ago as 1924 M. H. Aylesworth, managing 
director of the National Electric Light Associa- 
tion, predecessor of the Edison Electric Insti- 
tute as the power companies’ trade association, 
counseled the companies respecting propaganda 
expenditures, then running at the rate of $1,- 
500,000 a year: “All the money being spent is 
worth while,” he said. “Don’t be afraid of the 
expense. The public pays the expense.” 

Frequently what the public paid for was being 
deceived against its own interests. A barrier to 
this practice has been a long time coming.. Let 
us by all means have it without any further 
delay. 
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Our wish for the special session of the Legis- 
lature: That it may prove in accomplishment as 
special as it sounds.

What They Are Saying in Snow-Packed Moscow 


The Assumption Is There Will Be Important Talks With the West

MOSCOW. 
Moscow looks the same. Booted and 
fur-capped people in their black or 
blue overcoats trudge to work and 
home again through the winter-dark- 
ened streets. Warmth on one side and 
the 10-below air outside have turned 
shop windows into sheets of vari-pat- 
terned ice. Winter birds wheel in the 
air over the snow-covered Kremlin 
towers. And the snow falls and falls. 
It looks the same but it feels differ- 
ent. There is an unusual excitement 
in the Moscow air, 
an electric tension 
. that one can almost 
The Mirror hear crackle. In 
of the hallways and 
offices of foreign 
embassies in this 
drab and rambling 
capital there is a 
new urgency. Am- 
bassadors and lesser diplomats have 
taken on an aura of renewed impor- 
tance. An invitation to a diplomatic 
reception no longer calls forth the 
usual, “Oh, God, another one!” 


The reason is that the diplomats are 
doing for a change the kind of job 
they like and one they have spent 
years learning to do. 

Their attention is riveted on the im- 
portant problems of foreign policy 
rather than on obscure references to 
little-known Communist party offi- 
cials in the provinces or on an analy- 
sis of the cotton production of Ka- 
zakhstan., 


Questions Are Being Asked 


They are trying to let their gov- 
ernments know what the prospects are 
for a meeting between Communist and 
non-Communist worlds and what such 
a meeting is likely to be able to do— 
and not do. 

At this stage there are more ques- 
tions than there are answers about 
this crucial subject. But the for- 
eign envoys are doing their best to 
fill the gap. What are the questions 
they are asking? 

First of all they ask: Do the Rus- 
sians really want a meeting at the 
summit? Or is all this talk merely 
propaganda designed to influence the 
gullible and convince them of the So- 
viet Union’s good intentions? 

There are few well-informed or 
serious observers in this capital who 
believe the Kremlin’s call for a meet- 
ing of the heads of state is just talk. 

Does the Kremlin really want to 
reach an agreement? Or does it mere- 
ly want to conduct a summit meeting 
in such a way as to further strengthen 
its case that it is the Soviet Union 
that wants peace and the West that 
wants continued tension? 


Public Opinion 


Kremlin's Clear Objectives 


Again the consensus among foreign 
diplomats is in Moscow's favor. The 
majority have reported to their gov- 
ernments that the Soviet leaders seem 
anxious not only to talk but to reach 
some kind of understanding. 

It is much le&s clear what kind of 
an agreement Messrs. Khrushchev and 
Bulganin are prepared to negotiate. 

Moscow's maximum objectives are 
perfectly clear. Moscow would like 
to see the chain of alliances forged 
by the United States and its allies in 
Europe, the Middle East and Asia 
broken asunder. 

It would like to see any military 
bases which conceivably could be used 
against the Soviet Union in a war dis- 
banded. It would like to see that part 
of the world which is anti-Communist 
and fearful of Soviet attack divided 
and weak. 

Will Moscow settle for anything less 
than that? The answer is that she 
will have to ahd knows it. 

The fact that the Soviet Union is 
willing to accept something less is the 
only thing that makes an East-West 
meeting possible at all. Diplomats 


who are studying this problem are 
concerned not with maximal demands 
but minimal demands. 


One can immediately write off some 
of the suggestions advanced by West- 
ern statesmen. It is quite clear, for 
example, that the Soviet Union will 
not accept President Eisenhower's sug- 
gestion that a summit meeting discuss 
the political situation in Eastern Eu- 
rope. 

The West does not like the Com- 
munist governments of Eastern Eu- 
rope, disapproves of how they came to 
power and argues that the agreement 
to hold free elections in that area 
has not been kept. 

It can and will go on talking about 
it—but not with the Russians at a 
summit meeting. 

This has been clear since the last 
Geneva conference, as _ President 
Eisenhower knows, when the matter 
was raised by the United States and 
rejected by Bulganin and Khrushchev. 
Every diplomat here knows the Soviet 
position and realizes this situation is 
not negotiable. 

But as one of them said recently, 
“Of course, you can go on using it for 
propaganda purposes just as the Rus- 
sians use the things they think will 
help them—but you are not going to 
be able to talk to them about it.” 


Soviet Fear of Germany 


Another matter raised by President 
Eisenhower which the Russians will 
not discuss is a settlement of the Ger- 
man problem by the powers without 
the participation of East Germany. 
The Soviet fear of a unified Germany 
allied to the West is so great that any 
solution that would leave that as a 
possibility will not be accepted by 
Moscow. 

This too has become a propaganda 
football. The United States claims 
that at Geneva the Soviet Union 
agreed to the holding of free elec- 
tions in Germany which would lay 
the groundwork for unification of that 
divided country. They cite this as an 
example of the Soviet Union's having 
broken an agreement. 

However, at Geneva and later the 
Soviet leaders argued that plans for 
unification including free elections 
would have to be worked out with the 
participation of the two Germanys. 


Among Western diplomats here, it 
is only the Americans and the West 


Germans who honestly believe that in 
this matter the Soviet Union has in 
fact broken a pledge. 


In any case the matter is not one 
that Moscow is now prepared to ne- 
gotiate except perhaps as part of an 
over-all European solution. 

These obvious differences in ap- 
proach make it absolutely necssary, 
in the opinion of most diplomats here, 
that some kind of preparation be 
made for a summit meeting. 

They believe that, despite their calls 
for an early heads-of-state conference, 
the Soviet leaders recognize the prac- 
tical value of such a move. Right now 
the feeling is that informal diplomatic 
talks probably offer the best hope for 
making such preparations. 


How West and East Disagree 


They see this as the best compro- 
mise between the Soviet position of 
no advance preparation and the Amer- 
ican position that virtually complete 
agreement be reached at a foreign 
ministers’ conference in advance of 
a summit gathering. 

There is a more fundamental differ- 
ence in approach between the two 
major powers. The Soviet Union 
argues that what is needed in the 
world today above all else is a relaxa- 
ation of tension and the gradual build- 
ing of trust among nations. 

Let us agree first of all, Moscow 
Says, on those matters about which 
there is little disagreement. 

Then, as confidence is increased, we 
can move On to more complicated and 
difficult problems. 

The West, however, views some of 
these “easy to solve” matters as high- 
ly dangerous if they are undertaken 
without adequate machinery for en- 
forcement and supervision.

He was evidently including 
the television men who in any 
event were shining their bright 
lights in his face as he spoke. 

“I hope,” said Benton, “that 
the President's committee has 
been strengthened. I feel sure 
that the advent of the Russian 
sputniks has made egg-heads 
more respectaple.”’ 

Benton also spoke of every- 
one working harder, including 
both professors and students 
and added the thought that a 
conference of the 48 state com- 
missioners of education would 
be a good thing. 

The summary pr prepared by 


the President’s committee on 
scientists and engineers men- 
tioned a list of “conclusions of 
the conference.” As there was 
no voting or any other action 
taken this list was’ pretty indef- 
inite. It included the ideas 
that we need to spend more 
money for education, that edu- 
cation should be improved, that 
we should train more and bet- 
ter scientists without neglect- 
ing the liberal arts students, 
that scientists should be al- 
lowed to discuss their interests 
freely across national borders 
and that the United States has 
a continuing interest in the 
“technical development of free 
countries” everywhere. 

This reporter asked half a 
dozen or so ordinary and not- 
so-ordinary participants what 
they thought the conference 
added up to. None seemed very 
sure. A professor from Cam- 
bridge, Mass., said he had a 
good visit with his brother, who 
is one of the deans at Yale. 

As the conference broke up, 
Benton conficed to a compan- 
ion in the crowd of departing 
professors that he, Benton, had 
been on six radio and televi- 
sion programs during the two 
days of the meetings. 

Also, the President's com- 
mittee on scientists and engi- 
neers announced that “an eval- 
uation group” will examine 
transcripts of the round-table 
discussions and will present a 
report to President Eisenhower.

Another interesting feature 
of the Soviet armed forces, 
connected with Soviet views of | 
the various possible emergen- 
cies, came to the fore with the 
removal of Marshal Zhukov 
from the post of Minister of 
Defense and his replacement 
by the less glamorous and 
more pliable Marshal Malin- 
OV 

Probably, there is consider- 
able truth in the common belief 
that Zhukov was brought down 
noisily in one of the dog-fights 
that have recently been going 
on in the rarefied atmosphere 
of the Soviet summit. What was 
more unfounded was the sur- 
prise expressed by some that) 
the Soviet army officer caste 
not only failed to step in on 
Zhukov’s behalf, but even 
denounced him further for out- 
rageous vanity manifested in 
his “encouragement of his own 
personality cult” as well as for 
his “attempts to block the in- 
fluence of political officers.” 

In this last-mentioned ac- 
cusation lies the answer to why 
the Soviet officer caste did not 
step in to save its ranking mem- 
ber. There is no room for any 
officer caste in the Soviet total- 
itarian system, no room for 
any caste except the party. 
This is so because the Party is 
organized in such a way that it 
can penetrate all the other in- 
stitutions whatever they may 
be. Industrial unions, collec- 
tive farms or military units. In 
the later case, this penetration 
it achieved by political offi- 
cers who report upwards, not 
along the regular army chan- 
nels but along the special par- 
ty chain of command. 

Authority Controlled. 

Like a poisonous little ant 
domesticating a relatively gi- 
gantic beetle by paralyzing its 
nerve centers, the Communist 
Party of the Soviet Union, 
working within the armed 
forces, can always shift as 
much authority as it wishes 
from the executive officers to 
its representatives. 

The Soviet leaders have be- 


come empirically aware that 


when their armed forces are 
performing their natural fune- 
tion, i.e., fighting a war, suffi- 
cient trust must be put in the 
executive officers. They must 
have realized this after the 
early debacles of the commis- 
sar-infested forces sent to in- 
vade Finland in 1939 and in 
at the beginning of the 
man invasion in 1941, Both 
times, the situations were im- 
proved by almost doing eway 
with the political officers... 

Yet as soon as the situation 
was in hand again, the party 
representatives made their re- 
appearance, whereby, total con 
trol of the military esta 
ment was resumed, This 
element, after all, that makes 
a totalitarian regime totalita- 
rian. 

Party Clamp-Down. 


What we have witnessed re- 
cently, after Zhukov’s dismis- 
sal, is the clamping down of 
party controls on army per- 
sonnel, Occurring at a time of 
rapid technological transfor- 
mation of warfare, in which, it 
would. appear, technical qual- 
ification should have prece- 
dence over anything else, this 
move of emphasizing the. po- 
litical rather than the techni- 
cal training of the largest 
standing peacetime military es- 
tablishment in history suggests 
strongly that the bulk of 
men are being prepared 
situations in which their loj@l- 
ty may be tested by close Gifi- 
tact with the “hostile envirfin- 
ment.” This indicates loral 
wars and possibly subsequent

This point about the control

They simply went down to 
the Florida Keys a year ago 
and Murrow and Truman 
talked and talked—and from 
10 hours of filmed conversa- 
tion they carefully extracted 
an hour which made you wish 
to hear the other nine hours. 


Secondly — and more im- 
portantly — Harry Truman had 
something to say about his own 
nature and the nature of the 
presidency that everyone 
wanted to hear. He revealed a 
quality that is seldom seen in 
TV interview subjects: Candor. 

His disclosures of some cru- 
cial decisions that confronted 
him in the White House cer- 
tainly were newsworthy. Of 
equal Interest to me personally, 
however, was his unconscious 
self-portrait of a man with an 
amazing knowledge of history 
and human nature. 


I think it’s wonderful that 
we can see and hear a for- 
mer President saying things 
like this on television: “My 
old grandfather told me when 
I was about 7 or 8 years old 
that whenever he heard one 
of his neighbors up in the 
amen corner of the church 
praying too loud, he went 
home and locked his smoke 
house.” 

Incidentally, here’s a happy 
footnote on this “See It Now” 
program: CBS has scheduled a 
repeat performance—this time 
on radio. (Station KMOX will 
carry a rebroadcast of the Tru- 
man interview at 8:30 p.m.

A Stingy Husband 


JUDGING from the correspondence I receive, I would 
think that husbands fall into two classes: the tightwads 
and the spendthrifts. Nobody ever takes the trouble to 
write me about the great bulk of husbands, who are com- 
petent, fair and honest in their handling of the family 
finances. But a wife who marries one of the extremes is 
just stuck with him, 

Mrs. N. drew one of the stingy kind. “After four years 
of marriage, I still don’t know what his income is,” she 
complains. “When he peels off a dollar bill from his roll 
for me, he acts as if he were peeling a strip of adhesive 
plaster off his chest. What can a wife do with a husband 
who was born stingy?” 


You have a long educational haul ahead of 
you, Mrs. N., and it’s important to take one step 
at a time. You need a budget, but don’t start with 
the money budget. Sociologist M. C. Elmer once 
remarked, “Most budgets begin with the least 
important items and never get to the important 
things in family life.” Family interests and the 
amount of time available for those interests are 
the most significant. The money is largely a means 
of taking care of them. 


Start with the family interests. Some time when your 
husband is in a conversational mood, make a list with him 
of the interests of each member of the family. Probably 
you will find there are not many, and you can talk about 
whether more of them are needed. Pick out cheap ones to 
add to the list at the beginning. After all, most of the 
good things in life really are free. 


Then begin to budget your time. Start with 
yourself, talking over with him the amount of time 
you are allotting to various activities and asking 
for his advice as a successful business man on how 
you can do better. 


These two can be carried through many months be- 
fore you get down to dollars and cents.

NEW YORK, Feb. 5 
JUST AS SOME television 
viewers were beginning to re- 
lax in the comfortable feeling 
that, perhaps, they had seen 
everything possible in the field 
of advertising on TV, the ad- 


men of Madison Avenue find 
themselves in a _ position to 
shatter that illusion with a 


sneaky change of pace—the in- 
visible commercial. 

However, Subliminal Projec- 
tion—the technique of present- 
ing information so rapidly that 
it escapes visual detection, but 
which apparently registers on 
the viewer’s subconscious — is 
blurred in a picture that is 
visibly out of focus. 

For one thing, all three ma- 
jor networks are standing 
aloof, refusing to handle any 
of the new style advertising 
until the Federal Communica- 
tions Commission takes a stand 
on SP. To date, the FCC has 
done little more than sit 
through one closed. circuit 
demonstration of the process 
in a Washington (D.C.) tele- 
vision studio. 

There isn’t much hope, prob- 
ably, for immediate FCC action 
on the question, since the com- 
mission undoubtedly has 
its hands full with other higher 
priority issues, such as the 
ruckus on Capitol Hill concern- 
ing alleged misconduct by 
some of the commission mem- 
bers. 

Meanwhile, it appears that 
Hollywood is determined to 
walk where the networks fear 
to tread... Hal Roach Jr. re- 
cently announced that his 
studio will latch on to th. 
latest development of camera 
trickery with a _ full-length 
movie, scheduled to begin 
shooting this month, that will 
employ the subliminal tech- 
nique to “strengthen the dra- 
iatic content and emotional 
impact of the story.” Roach, 
however, has disclaimed any 
thought of using the technique 
for advertising in his science- 
fiction film about extra-sensory 
perception, temporarily titled 
“sor. 

KTLA, an independent tele- 
vision station in Los Angeles, 
also promises to be an early 
entry in the invisible act with 
plans to transmit unseen mes- 
sages to viewers “within 90 
davs.” The station will begin 
with public service announce- 
ments, such as: “Drive Safe- 
lv.” If all goes well, hidden 
commercials will be the next 
step. 


TO DATE, much of the activ- 
ity involving the brand new 


technique has been restricted, 
to verbal blows in a spirited 


controversy. 

Spearheading the defense is 
James M. Vicary, who claims 
invention of the revolutionary 
advertising device. Vicary is 
convinced that his SP idea is 
not only effective but works in 
a big, and what to many per- 
sons seems a sort of frighten- 
ing, way. 

“There’s nothing space-agey 
about subliminal advertising,” 
explained Vicary, a student of 


consumer motivation, who 
heads his own firm in New 
York. “Subliminal perception 


is something that has been rec- 
ognized for maybe 100 years.” 

With his Subliminal Projec- 
tor, commercials are flashed on 
the screen so briefly and at 
such a low light intensity while 
a regular program is on that 
viewers are unaware that they 
are actually being bombarded 
with sales plugs. 

Having thought up the sub- 
liminal gimmick, Vicary and 
the men associated with him in 
Subliminal Projection®Co., Inc., 
put the method to a secret test 
some time ago. 


By arrangement with a New 
Jersey motion picture house, 
Vicary’s engineers fitted their 
subliminal gadget to the regu- 
lar film projector, and over the 
next six weeks 45,699 unsus- 
pecting moviegoers watching 
the theater’s film fare were 
given the subliminal treatment. 
Two advertising messages were 
used while the films were on 
the screen. The ads, flashed 
subliminally on the screen ev- 
ery five seconds, urged the au- 
dience to eat popcorn and drink 
Coca-Cola. Unaware.that they 
were reacting to the invisible 
ads, the theatergoers, it is 
claimed began trekking to the 
lobby for refreshments. Sales 
of popcorn, according to Vicary, 
skyrocketed on an average of 
57.7 per cent and Cokes tum- 
bled out of the vending ma- 
chines into customers’ hands 
for a rise of 18.1 per cent over 
the theater's usual sales. 

Popcorn was on the sub-

liminal menu again when Vic- 
ary demonstrated his modern 
contraption in Washington. An 
audience, composed of Con- 
gressmen, members of the Fed- 
eral Trade Commission and the 
FCC, sat through a portion of 
an episode from the TV series, 
“The Gray Ghost.” A phantom 
plug, “Eat Popcorn,” was 
flashed on the screen for one- 
twentieth of a second at five- 
second intervals. Vicary treated 
his viewers to a peek at what 
they weren't seeing by having 
the process slowed down 

This time there was no re- 
port of any upturn in popcorn 
sales, most likely because that 
commodity generally is not dis- 
pensed in the lobby of a TV 
station. 

Other reports, similarly, were 
hard to come by. After the 


demonstration, John C. Doer- 
fer, FCC chairman, had no 
comment; neither did the 


chairman of the FTC, John W. 
Gwynne. Senator Charles E. 


Potter of Michigan, by con- 
trast, was verbose. Without 
federal regulation, the Sena- 


tor said he saw a “great poten- 
tial danger” in the process. 


“WE WERE DELIGHTED 
with the reaction to the dem- 
onstration in Washington,” Vi- 
cary tol dthis reporter, And he 
concurred with Potter that the 
Government should lay down 
the “road rules.” 

Advised by lawyers to keep 
all further details under their 
hats until a patent is granted 
on the’ subliminal process, 
Vicary and his associatts an- 
nounced a short time ago only 
that they had technically test- 
ed subliminal television appa- 
ratus on closed-circuit and that 
it is, as with subliminal movie 
apparatus, ready for commer- 
cial use, 

Said Vicary: “Subliminal 
projection promises two sub- 
stantial gains to the viewing 
public; fewer interruptions 
for sponsor messages, and 
added entertainment time.” 


However, the Inventor was in 
for a shock, for instead of stir- 
ring up an avalanche of enthu- 
siasm from a public gener- 
ally pictured as surfeited with 
television commercials, Vicary’s 
announcement brought on a 
landslide of denunciation. Sub- 
liminal Projection was con- 
demned promptly as sublim- 
inal seduction. Foul play was 
charged in the pitching of com- 
mercials below the level of a 
buyer’s conscious’ attention. 
Loud grumbling was heard 
about a device which could fur- 
ther invade the _  individual’s 
rapidly shrinking area of pri- 
vacy. 

One of the most eloquent de- 
nunciations of SP came from 
Norman Cousins, editor of the 
Saturday Review. 

Said Cousins: “No doubt the 
inventor of the device and his 
business associates are sane, 
decent, pleasant, family men. 
They would not knowingly 
stick their fingers into a neigh- 
bor’s eyes or put ground glass 
in his food. But they coolly 
propose to break into the deep- 
est and most private parts of 
the human mind and leave all 
sorts of scratchmarks. The sub- 
conscious mind is the most del- 
icate part of the most delicate 
apparatus in the entire uni- 
verse. It is not to be smudged, 
sullied, or twisted in order to 
boost the sales of popcorn or 
anything else. It does not exist 
for the convenience of ingeni- 
ous and invisible pitchmen.” 


And while the argument 
over the ethical and moral 
implications of SP continues, 
psychologists have expressed 
considerable skepticism 
about its commercial effec- 
tiveness. 

“You can be subliminal until 
you're blue in the face,” said 
Dr. Livingston Welch, chairman 
of the department of psychol- 
ogy and philosophy at Hunter 
College, “but the fact remains 
that a subliminal stimulus is a 
weak stimulus. The most this 
subliminal business would do 
would be to get people to do 
something they're about to do 
anyway. These subliminal peo- 
ple did a very clever thing in 
that New Jersey test. They took 
two products to which the 
American public is addicted. 
Maybe the subliminal ads did 
provide a weak stimulus to 
boost the sale of popcorn and 
Coca-Cola but I'd like to see 
them try it with some product 
not nationally known and 
loved.” 

Dr. George S. Klein of New 
York University’s graduate 
school of psychology says the 
fact that people can be made 
aware of pictures they cannot 
consciously see has been proven 
scientifically. He has, however, 
some doubts about Subliminal 
Projection’s process, 


“Human thresholds of aware- 
ness vary greatly,” Dr. Klein 
explained, “I cannot under- 
stand how this company knows 
enough to subliminally project 
commercials effectively to a 
mass audience. Also, there’s no 
way of telling how a person will 
react to such an ad. He might 
actually form a dislike for the 
product,” 


In a three-page report on 
subliminal advertising, Dr. Ar- 
thur Koponen, psychologist at 
the J. Walter Thompson adver- 
tising agency, says that whether 
or not subliminal advertising 
may be effective remains an 
open question, 

“Refusal to release the data 
upon which their claimis based 
is particularly curious since 
the phenomenon of subliminal 
stimulation itself has been in 
the public domain for at least 
100 years,” he said. “In view 
of what we know now about 
subliminal stimulation, it seems 
very unlikely that subliminal 
advertising could have the 
power that has been attributed 
to it.” 

Vicary, himself, is not dis- 
turbed by the skepticism of 
the psychologists or the charges 
that he has hatched a Machia- 
vellian scheme in Subliminal 
Projection. 

“I spent many years devel- 
oping the subliminal process 
because I realized that com- 
mercial television would even- 
tually reach a point where 
there would have to be exces- 
sive use of commercials in or- 
der to satisfy advertisers’ de- 
mands for time,” Vicary ex- 
plained. “That point has now 
been reached and subliminal 
advertising offers the answer 
to this problem. For, since 
the viewer will not be aware 
of the sponsor’s message being 
transmitted, he therefore will 
not be tempted to leave his 
set during the commercial.” 

Vicary admits Subliminal 
Projection is best suited to 
“reminder” advertising for a 
product already well known to 
the public. 

“The subliminal ad would 
have something of the same 
impact on the viewer as the 
constant repetition of a jingle,” 
he explained. “It would not 
prompt a viewer to buy some- 
thing he did not consciously 
want.” 

The tempest over Subliminal 
Projection has produced some 
funny cartoons and some 
strange stories. One of the 
strangest is a short piece car- 
ried in an advertising journal 
to the effect that subliminal 
projection had been tried out 
in England by the BBC by 
flashing profane, four-letter 
words subliminally on _ the 
screen while an innocuous play 
Was being telecast. The ad- 
vertising journal reported that 
while the viewers ditin’t see 
the dirty words they deluged 
the BBC with complaints about 
the “dirty play” telecast. The 
truth of that story is that it 
was not four-letter words but 
four-word sentences. 


TWO YEARS ago a BBC-TV 
program called “A Question 
of Science” showed a ballet 
film and told the 
audience to phone in if they 
noticed anything unusual. The 
sentence flashed subliminally 
on the screen was “Pirie 
Breaks World Record.” BBC 
got 430 replies. Twenty péo- 
ple had the message word per- 
fect; 130 had it nearly right. 
The balance were way off. One 
woman phoned the day after 
the telecast to say that she 
had just become conscious of 
“Pirie Breaks World Record” 
while “washing up,” which is 
good old British for doing the 
dishes. 

The whole issue of Sublim- 
inal Projection may be aca- 
demic, according to some top 
TV engineers, who doubt

whether it is even possible on | 


TV. In application of sub- 
liminal technique to movies, a 
special projector is used to 
flash messages on the screen 
lasting only 1-3000th. of a sec- 
ond. 
a 1-3000-second impulse can 
be flashed on a TV screen, con- 
sidering that it takes an elec- 
tron beam 100 times as long 
to paint one single frame on a 
TV picture. 

However, Richard E. For- 
rest, executive vice president 
of Subliminal Projections, has 
reported that this problem has 
been licked. Subliminal per- 
ception, he said, is dependent 
on elements other tha speed, 
including the intensity of 
image. As the length of the 
viewing period is increased, 
if intensity of the image 
(brightness) is decreased, the 
commercial message can be

WE LEFT New York last 
Saturday two hours late and 
in a snowstorm. We arrived 
in Tampa, Fla., still two hours 
late, but while the wind was 
blowing at 40 miles an hour 
in Florida, it was certainly 
warmer than in New York. This 
is a cold winter in northern 
Florida, however, and every- 
one complains. 

We reached Sarasota in 
ample time for dinner. My 
uncle, David Gray, is disgusted 
with this winter climate, and 
I think he wishes that he had 
installed a furnace in his house 


when he built it. He had the 
foresight, however, to put a 
fireplace in every room, 80 
only the corridors are cold, 


My cousin, Nancy Milhol- 
land, and her husband are 
spending the winter with Mr. 
Gray, and I think they -are 
finding it very pleasant, 
though the fiction that this is 
summer weather is sustained 
only by the fact that on the 
sheltered patio of the house 
down on the water the roses 
and the petunias are still 
blooming vigorously and 
when the sun does shine, you 
can sit in it and be warm and 
feast your eyes on the brave- 
ly blooming flowers. 


Of course, everyone has told 
us of the frost which did so 
much harm to the fruit crops 
and the vegetables, and on 
every hand I am told that the 
mierant farm and_ orchard 
workers are now undergoing 
hardships here. Their quarters 
are not equipped for cold 
weather, and as they have no 
work, they are badly off for 
food. I imagine that as a rule 
this is the most stable employ- 
ment period of their whole 
vear, and to have it disrupted 
means there are no reserves 
for clothing, medical care of 
any type of recreation. 


There are, of course, a few 
young people living here, 
with a chance for them to 
work and educate their chil- 
dren, but most of the people 
have come here to retire and 
live out their remaining 
years in greater comfort and 
peace than they had in other 
parts of the country. 


I find Mr. Gray’s house and 
his garden delightful, but for 
the most part the Florida lande- 
scape does not appeal to me, 
Much of it is brown and the 
constant building and develop- 
ment of land provides an une- 
finished effect. But this is a 
constantly growing community 
and it seems probable that 
there are more northerners 
than southerners in Florida.
